The War Council is intended 
to bring together all the clubs 
' and-societies-cn«tho-eampus oo 
that they; may pool their re- 
sources and help co-ordinate 
their program as far as it is di- 
rected towards aiding the War 
Effort. 

It has been organized In such 
a way that these different clubs 
have been divided into nine 
separate groups.

Scale Drawings 
From Engineers 
To Be Supplied 

McGill Engineering Students, to 
gether with members of local hobby 
clubs have come to the aid of 'the 
R.C.A.F. by .undertaking to supply 
recognition models of German and 
British aircraft required for the 
training of airmen. 

The models, which will be built 
to a scale of one quarter-inch to t 
foot, will combine the manual abil' 
itles of many local organizations. 
The third year engineering studenta 
will supply the working drawings, 
while the Montreal Technical 
School will lend their abilities 
where any actual moulding or cast 
Ing is necessary. And finally, the 
actual construction of the models 
will be undertaken by the hobby 
clubs of the Y.M.C.A., parUcularly 
the North End and Northwest 
branches. 

The construction of these models 
will be carried out somewhat on the 
same plan as a mass production 
plant; that is, each student will ht 
assigped a particular duty to per 
form. In this way, he will be able 
to perfect himself in that section 
construction for which he is best 
suited. " , ■

For Bursaries 
By Province 

Many Students 
Eligible for 
Scholarships 

A grant of $15,000 was an- 
nounced recently nt a meeting 
of the Scholarship Committee 
for University students, by Mr. 
Jean Buchcsi, Undersefcretnrj' of 
the Province of Quebec. This 
endowment is designed only for 
those needy students whose 
Ecliolastic abilities^rcccivc^ex- 
ceilcnt rccommcndntions^from 
the proper authorities. 

This offer was made to McGill, 
Montreal, and Laval Universities as 
an addition to their present bursar- 
ies, with the result that more stu- 
dents will benefit from the advan- 
tages offered by the Youth Training 
Plan. 

In order for a McGill student to 
receive one of these bursaries, he 
must submit an application to the 
Registrar from whom any necessary 
information may be obtained. 
Bursary Limit $300 

No bursary will exceed $300, and 
students who benefited f rom a ljur 
sary last year are again eligible if 
they submit a new application. 

The bursaries are offered only to 
students who have matriculated in 
the following faculties: Medicine, 
Engineering, Physics, Chemistry, or 
one of . the. following, courses: Eleci 
tro-Mecbanlc;, Metallurgy and 
Mechanical Construction.

Novelist and Historian 
To Address Local Club 



Due to address the Canadian 
Club of Montreal is a noted 
novelist and historian, Mr. Her- 
bert Agar, who will speak on 
the subject "Beyond the' Vic- 
tory" at the Windsor Hotel, at 
one o'clock on Monday.

York and educated at Columbia 
and Princeton Universities. He 
lived in England for several 
years, contributing to leading 
political weeklies there and in 
the Unitad States, and has a 
wide experience ot European 
affaks. He first came into 
prominence by wiiuiing the 
Pulitzer Prize for History in 
1034 with his book "The People's 
Choice," a study of former U.S. 
presidents. 

Since then he has achieved 
success in his writings about 
economic problems and the 
Democratic Party, and is now 
the editor of the Louisville 
Courier Journal, being noted 
especially for his forceful edi- 
torials.

Program Review: The Tmvers of Hatred 

CBC Drama Hour, Sunday 10-10.30. 

Script: Albert N. WiUiams. Production: 
Rupert Caplan. 

Cast: Ethel Britton, Eleanor Stuart, 
Chris. Ellis, Gerald Rowan, Art. Jarrett, 
Ai. Miller, Thos. McBrlde, Jack Ralph,' 
Harvey Scott, Mac Shoub, RobL Goodler,.' 
Norm. Tavlss. 

CBM . . . Montreal to CBC National 
Network. 

This original script by Albert N. Williams, 
Canadian author, was given Its first airing last 
Sunday night, by a Montreal cast under the 
direction produeer-aetor-dlrector Rupert 
Caplan. 

Idea behind the production was to shock 
the listener out of his lethargy, as he listened 
in a comfortable easy chair, and to awaken 
him to the dangers which confronted him. This 
was done, not by the use of conventional radio 
drama' technique, but by something entirely 
different, better suited for the purpose ... the 
use of free verse and two main methods of 
presentation. The first was the use of a nar- 
rator, who constantly warned his audience. 
The second was realism, obtained by a short 
series of action-packed, dramatic episodes. Use 
of harp and kettle drum for music breaks as 
well as background of music was very effec- 
tive. 

Program opened to sound of kettle drums 
and voice of narrator, Chris. Ellis, calling the 
listener "no longer secure" and warning him 
of his impending doom. This effect was 
heightened by the reading of names of those 
about to die, over a filter mike as a background 
to the narration. It sounded something like 
this: 

Narrator: They are reading the names 
of those about to die. Listen, oh listener 
no longer secure. 

Voices (through filter): Adams, Abbott, 
Bums, Baker, Carney, Cohen. . . . 
Then to a thunder of hoofbeats, the four 
horsemen of the Apocalypse, HUNGER, PES- 
TILENCE, DEATH and WARFARE came rid- 
ing in. HATE was found to be tho fifth horse- 
man. Then followed a series of episodes de- 
picting the growth of hate. Although the Nazis 
are never mcftitioned by name in the script, it 
is not difficult to see that they ate the sub- 
jects of these sketches— as witneu the scene 
in a beer hall when the leader says: 

"■you cannot show these people how to 
think. You must beat them, kill them. ... 
A dictatorship is what we need. ... A dic- 
tatorship. . . . They must die!" 
This is repeated, by the members of the 
group until it reaches a peak, and then fades 
down Into a succession of swiftly moving 
scenes as follows: 

Sound: Car drawing to a atop. . . . Knock 
on door, . . . Door opens. 
■Voice: Are you Leutch? 
Leutch: Yes, I am Leutch. ... 
Sound: Thud (metal on bone) . . . Oroan. 
Voice That is a lesson for you, for talk* 
Jng about lu in public places. 
One of the highlights of the broadcast was 
the moving miko effect, achieved by having 
each character swell into the mike ond then 
fade away. This effect was topped off by an 
example of choral speaking, second to none. 
An Idea of this technique follows: 

Voice: (swells Into mike) "I am a pro- 
fewor. ... I only told them that the ex- 
pulsion of so many races would only 
weaken theirs. It is true; ask any anthro- 
pologist. . . . But for that they are hunting 
me. . . ; They will kill me. . . (Fading 
away with "They will kill , , . ") 
Bach character who came up to the micro- 
phone ended with "They will kill me." The 
chorus of all voices then brought them to- 
gether and put out a note of warning to the 
listener. This warning and plea were carried 
on to tho end by the narrator, who said at the 
end of the broadcast: 

. ."Listener at home In the midst of your 
comforts 



"Take heed ogalnst hatred. 

"Wake reason, she's sleeping, oh list- 
ener no longer secure." 
Caplan and Ethel Britton played the part of 
homeless refugees, who, refused entry into an- 
other country, were stranded on an island in 
a river. These two characterizations were ex- 
ceptionally well handled. The acting as a 
whole was excellent, and the parts, though 
small, obtained tho best delivery from the cast

Ethel Britton on Radio. . . . 

Last Sunday during time out from rehearsal 
for Towers of Hatred Miss Ethel Britton, lovely 
young leading lady of Frank McCoy's stock 
company, paid tribute to the high quality of 
Canadian radio productions. Miss Britton is 
well qualified to discuss radio as she hss acted 
on NBC, CBS, and Mutual with such theatrical 
greats as Walter Hampden, Mary Boland, and 
many others. 

There Is an interesting sidelight to Miss 
Boland's appearance before a microphone. It 
seems that whenever she had^to appear before 
a microphone, no matter how large the studio 
audience was, a certain degree of actual sick- 
ness overtook her. Mr. Arthur Jarret, another 
of Frank McCoy's leading players, and a vet- 
eran actor himself, verified this, and said that 
he, personally, knew of some actors who were 
absolutely terrified of the mike, although they 
had appeared before large audiences on the 
stage. We'll let some of our friends in Psy- 
chology 13 puzzle it out. It may be hynosis. 

One of Miss Britton's favourite programs Is 
the "We Have Been There" series, heard over 
the CBC on SundayTiilghts at 0.30. She tells of 
a humoturous incident behind the scenes of this 
program. Florence Reed was in Montreal a 
week before her appearance on the stage. As a 
publicity gesture she was to be interviewed 
over a local station. When she went on the 
air, however, not one word about the show 
was mentioned. . . . Miss Heed, in her inimitable 
dynamic style, had glanced off into. Canada's 
war effort, and was so good at it the program 
after hers was cancelled, so that she might go 
on. That was not all. Some of tho higher ups 
of the CBC heard how well she had done, and 
she was asked to appear on the "Let's Face 
the Facts" scries, the predecessor of "We Have 
Been There." 

Turning from radio, we asked Miss Britton 
and Mr. Jarrett what they thought of Montreal 
audiences. They replied that the Montreal 
audiences were very receptive and exception- 
ally warm. They felt, however, that the 
younger generation of Canadians was not 
theatre-conscious. They might attend amateur 
productions once in a while, but would go very 
seldom, if ever, to professional productions. 
This, they attributed to the lack of proper dra- 
matic Instruction in school and college. Mr. 
Caplan called his cast back to rehearsal and 
our intervinv was over.

If education still means learning how to 
think and not what to think, then the college 
"morale-building" program proposed by Fred- 
crick J. Kelly of Uie United States Office of 
Education is not consistent with the alms of any 
university worthy of its name. 

Kelly, Chief of the Division of Higher Edu- 
cation, told the annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Urban Universities last week that 
the government Is asking colleges to build 
"morale basic to successful prosecution of de- 
fense actlvlUes." This suggestion goes much 
further than any defense training course in- 
tended to place college graduates in Important 
emergency positions. Morale building means 
more than drafting manpower or physical 
facilities of an Institution. It drafts the mind 
, and will of both faculty and student body. 

Morale Is one of the most elastic words in 
the language, especially during wartime. If a 
doughboy cusses the government because his 
canned goldfish are cold, then "morale" is bad. 
In 1917-18 Beethoven and wienerschnitiel weirie 
bad for morale.

RECORDINGS AID IN CURING 
SPEECH DEFECTS AT CUNIO 



C. H. Ritzman, assistant professor 
of speech, has recorded evidence of 
the success of his favorite project 
a speech clinic which he started 
here in 1037. 

Records of approximately 600 
cases, jtagnosed .and treated by the 
cUnle' since Its first opening, are on 
file in RItzman's office. Most of the 
records were made of patients' 
voices before and after treatment 
at the clinic. Ritzman knows the de- 
tails of all the records which are 
his "case histories." 

The clinic opens Its fifth year at 
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2 p.m. today In the Liberal Arts 
annex. It will bo held every Tues- 
day from 2 to 3 pjn. and Saturdays 
from 0 to 12 ajn. 

T^ls year the cases will be diag- 
nosed and treated under the direc- 
tion of Ritzman and Thayer Curry, 
associate director of tlie clinic. Cur- 
ry directed the clinic during the 
past' two years while Ritzman was 
studying at the University of Iowa. 

Most of tho defects treated at the 
clinic are simple articulatory disor- 
ders such as substituted sounds dif- 
ficulty with "s" sounds and other 
common speech faults, Ritzman 
says. 

He explained that often students 
mispronounce sounds simply be- 
cause they were not taught how to 
form them when they learned to 
talk. Simple mistakes such as these 
are easily corrected. 

Students who substitute sounds, 
such as "b" for "v", and "h" for "Ui" 
can correct the faults themselves 
when they are shown where the 
defect lies. Here the reeordmgs do 
their work. 

When the student first visits the 
clinic his voice is recorded and the 
record is filed. When he is ready to 
leave, his voice is again recorded 
and the case history is complete. 
For any so-called "patients" who 
doubt that their speech defects can 
be cured, the record is evidence 
enough. 

Although most of the defects are 
simple enough, the clinic hu ac- 
commodated persons with more ad- 
vanced defects, Cases have been 
handled where the articulatory 
muscles were partially destroyed, 
forcing the patient to tolk in whis- 



pers. Through practice and breaUi- 
ing exercises the voice can at least 
be improved.
